200 Norwegians 
Await Firing Squad 


(By Wireless to Inter-Continent News) 


STOCKHOLM, April 28.—More than 200 
Norwegians sentenced to death by the Quis- 
ling Nazi regime now await their end in vari- 
ous prisons throughout Norway, reports to 
this city today revealed. Forty of them are 
being held at the Akershus fortress in Oslo. 


On a single day—April 22—100 Nor- 
wegians were arrested in Oslo, including the 
eminent Norwegian artist, Peer Kluj; the 
professor law, Adolf Lindvig; the well-known 
lawyers, Sven Argen, Birger, Eriksrud and 
Gustav Heiberg; Director of the Kristiana 
Volksbank, Henchin; and the shipowners, 
Holer and Sarenson. 


Earlier this month, it is now known, Home 
Minister Hagelin ordered the arrest of 11 
officials in his own Ministry. In Arendale, 
as Quisling’s own paper, Bergens Tiedende, 
admits, six municipal officials were arrested. 


At least 115 Norwegians, arrested in mid- 
March, have been shipped to Germany as 
punishment for “subversive activities against 
the existing regime.” 

The desperate nature of these actions is 
clear from the open admission in Bergens 
Tiedende, official organ: We Quisling Nor- 
wegians are few and therefore must act 
determinedly.”
